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If we -were to believe half or a quarter of what
we read in Buch Bcurriloua prints as the FUjaro
or the GavHois one would be apt to fancy that since
the war M. Gambctta lived sumptuously and was
clothed in purple and fine linen. Should any
American visitor to Paris have any such an idea let
bim pay a visit to M. Gambetta's modest apart¬
ment in the Hue Montaigne and lie will soon be
undeceived. A fair observer could hardly fail to
be convinced by such a visit, not only of the e.x-
Dlctator'B comparative anil, considering the un-
brklled power he so lately wielded In France, most
honorable poverty. The principal furniture or M.
nambetta's apartments beyond the most necessary
articles of furniture are books, of which there
»re numbers in every room, even in the bedroom,
wberc, after a ver.v common lashlon in France, M.
Uambetta olten receives visitors. The only object
of value that is visible In M. Gambetta's lodgings,
which are those of a bachelor of quite moderate
means, is the original picture by Heuner, "Al-
gace," presented to the Dictator by the ladies of
lost Alsace in gratitude for his strenuous though
unavailing efforts to preserve their dear province
«o Fi ance. This is the only obfet Of luxe In a very
plainly and simply furnished apartment. M. Gani-
bctta seems to have a mania lor collecting photo¬
graphic card* of his friends and of celebrities of the
day, and then Btieking them round the frame ol
the chimney glaBS as people often do visiting cards.
Among other well-kuown faces may be seen the
photographs of the two men M. Gambctta may be
¦apposed to consider as his arch-enemies.Field
Marshal von Moltke and Otto von Lismirck.
Calling on M. Ganibetta yesterday 1 found him in

excellent health and spirits. The near owning of
the Assembly seems to have quite freshened him
up, and what to your correspondent was, from alou'rnalistic point of view, still more important,
Ina most commuuicatlve disposition.

WI1AT tiAMBETTA THINKS OF SPMNER.
We began by talking about Mr. Sumner's visit to

dambetta, and I found him in a great state or ad¬
miration for the American orator. "Mr. Sumner
must Ik; a wonderrully eloquent man when he is
¦peaking his own language," said Uambetta; "ror
be la quite eloquent In French, In which-althongli
he speaks It with great grammatical correctness-
be is evidently, no doubt lor want or practice,
not at all at home. lie has a very
marked accent. We had a most 'agreeable
conversation, and I was pleased to
find on how many points we agreed. Something
baa been said in one or the English papers abont
Mr. Sumner's having remarked the want or reli¬
gious principle In France und lamented it. It Is
trve that he said that Henri IV. should have re¬
versed his well known speech and instead of say
tag 'Paris is well worth a mass' should have said,
.No, Paris is not worth a mass,' and stuck to his
Protestant creed. I ventured to remark to Mr.
Bumner in reply that if we had not suillcient sta¬
bility or principle In religion we had, in my
opinion, a great deal too much principle
to politics In France. We push all our
political doctrines to extremes, and do
oot undetstaud the absolute necessity
of compromises and what may be called 'trans¬
actions' between political parties. Wc torget the
good old maxim that "the half is often greater
than the whole," aud in our endeavors alter ail
